COLLECTING U. S. LARGE COPPER CENTS

Early Days of Cent Collecting 

One of the earliest serious collectors of our large copper cents, 
Joseph J. Mickley, a Philadelphia violin maker, started his hobby in 
1817 by a search for a fine specimen bearing the date of his birth year. 
He wasn’t a cent collector when he started this search, but was well on 
his way by the time he found it.^ You see, he was born March 24, 1799, 
which is the rarest date of our copper cents. 

Cent collectors were few in those early years. However, interest in 
this series developed rapidly after their coinage was discontinued in 
1857. By that time, the early dates were already diflacult to obtain in 
mint condition. The collecting of one-of-a-date was populcir- because all 
dates, 1793 through 1857, were available excepting only 1815. For all 
other U. S. coins in this early period, there are many years in which no 
coins were minted, and many other dates are so rare as to be generally 
non-collectible. The “mint re-strikes” of the scarce 1804 and 1823 
cents, struck around the 1860’s, show that the demand for scarce dates 
was then so keen that even mint employees helped to supply unauthor- 
ized specimens.^ 

Some collectors of the 1860’s, having formed satisfying date collec- 
tions, began to notice the more easily discernible die varieties. They 
were attracted early to the 1793 issues because this is the first year of 
our national coinage, and only copper coins were struck. The die varieties 
of 1794 were also popular because they were so numerous, no less than 
fifty-nine being known today.^ Collectors found it comparatively easy 
to distinguish new die varieties of these years because each and every 
obverse and reverse die was engraved incuse by hand directly on the 
coinage die, resulting in strongly marked varieties. Hub dies were 
introduced later to save time at the mint and to provide a more uniform 
coinage. The coinage dies were then “finished” manually in varying 
degrees, always including the date, so that the differences between 
varieties are less marked. However, by 1879 there was sufficient interest 
among collectors of die varieties to warrant the publication of a pioneer- 
ing attribution list for all dates of the series, 1793 to 1857.^ 

The earliest recorded public coin sale containing U. S. cents (known 
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to the writer) was the auction of Dr. Lewis Roper’s collection, sold by 
Moses Thomas and Son, Philadelphia, on Feb. 20, 1851. At this sale, an 
uncirculated “Chain” cent of 1793 was knocked down to Ammi Brown 
of Boston for his first bid of ten cents.^ However, the hobby grew so 
rapidly that by 1867 Mr. Mickley was able to sell his famous “Chain 
AMERI.” cent of 1793 for $110.6 

Why Collect Die Varieties? 

An agreement is needed as to exactly what is meant by a die variety, 
there being confusion in the literature on this point. 

One (and only one) die variety of a coin can be struck with one 
pair of dies."^ This is true even when planchets of different dimensions 
or edge treatments are struck with the same pair of dies. Of course, if 
the planchet metal is changed as occurs in patterns, another variety is 
produced, but not a new die variety. While two obverse and two reverse 
dies can be muled into four legitimate die varieties, the “marriage” of 
one obverse and one reverse die can produce only one variety despite 
wear, rust spots, cracks, breaks, and injuries such as those producing 
incuse impressions on the coin. 

All the things which can happen to a die during its service life 
produce various die states. For example, the defects made or corrected 
by the engraver of the coinage die, during its service life, produce die 
states in the resulting coins. The writer prefers to describe progressive 
cracks and breaks on the die as “states” also, rather than die conditions 
(for which there is ample precedent),® since condition is such a well- 
known attribute of a coin rather than of a die. These progressive die 
states are not varieties, although dealers sometimes confuse the two 
terms to create a demand which would not otherwise exist. For example, 
there is but one variety of the cent of 1804. 

We might choose to collect die varieties, and wisely so, without 
searching our souls for reasons, by following in the footsteps of great 
American collectors of days gone by. The numismatic “hall of fame” 
is well filled with the names of cent variety collectors. 

As to more philosophical reasons for the study of varieties, present- 
day collectors have some difficulty in explaining just why this avocation 
appeals to them. They seem to take it for granted that other collectors 
would enjoy it equally well if they tried it. References are easy to find 
in the literature disparaging the variety student’s hobby.® 

With such statements the writer must disagree. A person needs 
very little numismatic knowledge to form a type collection of cents, or 
even a date collection. But when he seriously undertakes variety col- 
lecting, he must begin to study his coins and the literature with careful 
discrimination. If our collector is imbued with a normal amount of 
curiosity, he will soon want to know why the varieties differ and this 
quest for information is very likely to lead to a study of the history of 
early U. S. coinage methods and procedures — metallurgy, mechanics, 
sources of metal supply, coinage authorizations, etc. Such analysis 
inevitably involves a knowledge of the people of the times and their 
economic and political thinking. This study and research is fascinating 
and it is endless in scope. 

In short, our collector has become a numismatist, rather than merely 
an accumulator of coins. 
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Literature for Cent Collectors 

Dr. M. W. Dickeson’s American Numismatic Manual, the first edition 
of which appeared in 1859, described the copper cents date by date and 
listed the number of varieties without describing them. Subsequent 
writers have challenged the large number of his varieties for certain 
dates, but recent discoveries have vindicated some of them. 

The earliest description of die varieties with reference to a published 
photographic plate appeared in the American Journal of Numismatics 
in April, 1869; Vol. 3, No. 12. The article was concerned with the cents 
of 1793 ; the plate was prepared by Joseph N. T. Levick in 1868 and the 
descriptions were by Sylvester S. Crosby, who brought out a more com- 
prehensive book on the same subject in 1897. A few months before 
Levick’s photographic plate was published, Mason’s Coin and Stamp 
Collectors’ Magazine also started the serial publication of the descriptions 
of the varieties of the cents of 1793,^® which appeared sporadically from 
December, 1868 to August, 1869. However, Mason’s descriptions were 
much less comprehensive and accurate than Crosby’s. 

The die varieties of the cents of 1794 were described later in 1869 
by Dr. Edward Maris, the Quaker physician from Philadelphia. 

These publications were the beginning of a copious literature con- 
cerning the copper cents — sometimes inaccurate, incomplete, contradic- 
tory and verbose, but all of it interesting source material to the present- 
day student. Many auction sale catalogues from the 1850’s to the 1940’s 
also contain source material valuable to the student of die varieties. 
Today’s cent collector must rely more and more on publications, rather 
than comparison of many specimens, because the supply of specimens 
is relatively fixed whereas the supply of collectors bidding for them has 
grown tremendously. The early publications have been extensively 
reprinted, but most (including some of the re-prints) are now in them- 
selves collectors’ items. Fortunately, these early works are more or less 
superseded by accurate and comprehensive books, issued within the past 
few years or soon to be published, which are within the reach of every 
collector and make attribution of the die varieties relatively easy. 

Similar ease of access cannot be claimed for publications on the 
early history of the U. S. Mint and the coinage philosophies basic to the 
early issues. Two excellent books, sometimes obtainable in city and 
college libraries, are “History of the First United States Mint —Its People 
and its Operations,” privately printed in 1924 by Frank H. Stewart, and 
“Fractional Money — A History of the Small Coins and Fractional Paper 
Currency of the United States” by Neil Carothers, published by John 
Wiley and Sons in 1930. U. S. numismatists would be greatly benefited 
if both these books were reprinted in copious quantities. 

A comprehensive chronological listing of all known publications on 
our copper-cent die varieties is in preparation by the writer for a future 
issue of the Numismatist. 

A Plan for Collecting Copper Cents 

If you are considering cent collecting for the first time, a great deal 
more pleasure can be obtained by collecting to a plan. You may first 
wish to acquire a type collection, which would include one specimen

from each of the following groups: 

Chain or Link — 1798 only 
Wreath - 1793 only 
Liberty' Cap - 1793-1796 
Draped Bust - 1796-1807 
Turban Head - 1808-1814 
Coronet Head — 1816-1839 
Braided Hair — 1839-1857 

These groupings are somewhat arbitrary; the number of types may 
be increased to any extent the collector desires. However, you will soon 
become aware of the desirability of a date collection, because of its satis- 
fying completeness as compared to similar collections of other U. S. coins. 

If at about this time you secure a few good books on copper cents, 
or make the acquaintance of a variety collector, you are almost certain 
to get the urge to really study your cents with discrimination and become 
a variety collector yourself. A few years ago, only stout-hearted col- 
lectors and those with great determination continued long in their search 
for die varieties because attributions were so difficult when based on the 
old confusing and incomplete published information. But this obstacle 
no longer exists. If you really become fascinated with variety collecting 
and acquire a small but adequate library to aid you, your hobby will 
hold you for a lifetime. 

The attribution of each newly acquired cent is an actual chadlenge 
to those who have a classificational bent. It has been said that doctors 
and engineers are always likely prospects as variety collectors. When 
you begin to learn the “why” as well as the “how” of the differences 
among cent varieties, you will most definitely be out of the novice class 
among cent collectors. 

As yet no man has ever completed a variety collection, for there 
are some nine hundred varieties, many quite rare. To be sure, a new 
die variety turns up from time to time, but it is probable that very few 
unrecorded ones remain today. 

When collecting to a plan, you should consider the cost (at least 
briefly) and set your par for condition somewhere between the frustra- 
tion of too idealistic a goal and the inferiority complex that goes with 
the hoarding of junk. There simply aren’t enough proof and uncirculated 
specimens to go around, and there won’t ever be any more. Perhaps 
your goal should be a uniform collection of very fine or fine specimens. 
Or perhaps you’ll want uncirculated where possible with some degrada- 
tion present in the hard-to-get items. The early cents were made of 
particularly soft copper, so that most examples available today are worn ; 
some varieties are unknown in fine or better condition. However, you 
won’t be proud of your collection, nor will it appreciate in value over 
the years, if the coins are so worn or corroded that their attribution is 
difficult or impossible. 

To obtain the most pleasure from cent collecting, it will prove 
necessary to choose your specimens with discrimination and to study 
them with great care. You’ll surely enjoy it, and the “CENT COLLEC- 
TORS’ FORUM” in The Numismatist is planned as a clearinghouse for 
your questions and new information you may discover. Many of the 
subjects mentioned briefly in this introductory article are worthy of 
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future articles, which are planned for this FORUM.

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THE COIN PORTRAITURE OF THE 
EARLY ROMAN EMPIRE'

The dictatorship of Julius Caesar had given a short interval of peace 
to a world that had known little but war and faction for three genera- 
tions. His murder in 44 B.C. by a little band of disgruntled idealists did 
not, of course, “restore the Republic.” A Republic (res puhlica), in the 
Roman sense of an orderly and constitutional government, had not 
existed since the end of the 2nd century B.C. The Roman commonwealth, 
together with the subject nations which it ruled, had been a prey to 
political bosses and military adventurers. Caesar had eliminated all of 
these but himself. His assassination, by men who had nothing to put in 
his place and no program of reform beyond the murder of a “tyrant,” 
simply restored chaos. 

Caesar had been too humane for his own good. The self-api>ointed 
“Liberators” who killed him had already fought against him in the civil 
war between him and Pompey. Caesar not only spared their lives, but 
advanced them to high offices. After this, he let bygones be bygones, 
refusing to institute a police state for his own safety. This was surely 
a strange sort of tyranny for which to pay with one’s life. The Libera- 
tors, on their part, made the same mistake as Caesar had. Caesar at the 
time of his assassination was the head of a party. Originally the demo- 
cratic or popular party, it was now composed of men of various shades 
of political opinion, united primarily by loyalty to Caesar, in whom they 
saw the one man who could restore order or from whom they hoped to 
reap the greatest personal advantages. Even if they had no program of 
their own to replace Caesar’s, the Liberators should at least have made 
a clean sweep of the other leaders of the Caesarian party. Antony, the 
chief Caesarian officer in Rome, expected them to do so, and barricaded 
himself in his house. But they did not molest him, and after a time an 
absurd compromise was worked out by which all Caesar’s laws were 
retained and his body buried with public honors, while his murderers 
were rewarded by high commands in the provinces. Here they began 
to raise armies. 

In the meantime, however, Antony had the army in Italy, and the 
Liberators had no forces there to oppose him. An army had to be raised ; 
and the great orator Cicero, who had allied himself with the conspirators, 
began to cast about for some plan to obtain troops. At this juncture, 
there presented himself to Cicero the nineteen-year-old Octavianus 
Caesar, adopted son and civil heir of the Dictator. Octavian had already, 
quite without authority, raised a small army from Caesar’s veterans. 
Cicero thought he could get more, and figured he could be used against 
Antony. By Cicero’s advice, the Senate declared war on Antony, enlisted 
troops, and placed the young Octavian in joint command of the army, 
with the two consuls, Hirtius and Pansa. Cicero’s plans seemed well 
laid. He was to live to regret them. 

The events of the next few years are much too complicated to relate 
in detail. One thing, however, is clear: everyone underestimated Octavian. 
Everyone thought that he could be used, and none realized until too late 
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that Octavian had really been using him and everyone else. Both consuls 
fell in battle against Antony. The fight, however, had favored the sena- 
torial army, and Antony was willing to listen to reason. He and Octavian 
thus struck a deal. With Lepidus, another Caesarian general, they formed 
a triumvirate, and pooled their military forces. The helpless Roman 
government now had no choice but to agree to their audacious demand 
that they be created a three-man dictatorship, with power to revise the 
constitution. The Liberators were now the outlaws, and they and all 
suspected of hostility to the Caesarian party, were hunted down without 
mercy. Caesar was officially declared a national saint or demigod 
( divus), the first, as it turned out, of a long series which was to include 
all the good emperors — and a few not so good. Antony’s wife having 
died, his friendship with Octavian was sealed by his marriage with the 
young Caesar’s sister, the youthful and attractive Octavia. 

The three-man government, however, proved unstable. Lepidus got 
delusions of grandeur and was stripped of his power, and the other two 
triumvirs fell out. A division of spheres of command, by which Octavian 
got Italy and the West and Antony the East, kept the peace only while 
both men were at war against mutual enemies. The breach which now 
appeared between them was open and final. Antony began elaborate 
preparations for war, and formed an alliance with Cleopatra VII of 
Egypt, whom he married after “divorcing” (by announcing that he was 
divorced) the unhappy Octavia. Antony was probably in love with 
Cleopatra (although Octavia was younger and prettier) ; but he also 
needed her wealth for his war chest. She was only the most important 
of several Oriental rulers whom he sought as allies. This diplomacy 
added greatly to Antony’s already powerful forces. He seemed almost 
invincible, and Cleopatra could dream of ruling the world at his side. 
He had more of everything than Octavian — more experience, more 
popularity, more money, more men, more ships. 

In fact, his position was increasingly desperate. To hold his Greek 
and Oriental allies, he had to play the monarch and encourage their 
hopes of liberation from Rome. Yet this alienated his Roman supporters 
and weakened his position in Italy. Octavian cleverly took advantage of 
the situation, and his propagandists soon had everyone believing that 
Antony was a lovesick fool, enslaved by a wicked enchantress, and 
Octavian the only hope of Western civilization in a show-down fight 
with Oriental tyranny. Even at the last decisive sea battle at Actium, 
Octavian had smaller forces; but Antony and his Queen (for reasons 
that have never been satisfactorily explained) fled while the fight was 
still undecided. They returned to Egypt, and the Antonian forces sur- 
rendered. Later on, both Antony and Cleopatra killed themselves. 

From this time on, Octavian was master of the Empire. His position, 
however, was equivocal. He had been a sort of unofficial dictator for the 
duration of an emergency. It now became clearer each month that the 
emergency was over. After this situation had dragged on for more than 
three years, Octavian apparently felt that the time had come when his 
enormous but vaguely defined powers must be laid down or placed on 
some regular basis. He informed the Senate that he was ready to declare 
the emergency ended and restore power to the regular government. The 
result, as he perhaps foresaw, was the regularization of his position and 
the establishment of the form of government that is sometimes called 
the Empire, but more correctly the Principate. 
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The Romans of later times considered the Principate a monarchy 
from the start. Such, in fact, it eventually became; but under Octavian 
it was certainly not a monarchy in form and it may not have even been 
planned as a disguised monarchy. Octavian continued to be the head of 
the government in the capacity of Princeps (premier or chief of state) ; 
as Imperator (generalissimo) he exercised command of all the armies; 
and he held a number of other offices which helped to assure his suprem- 
acy over anyone else. He himself stated that he had returned control 
of the state to the Senate and the Roman People; that he now had 
precedence of all in rank, but no more power than those who were his 
colleagues in various offices.^ In fact, however, he alone was Princeps 
and Imperator, and no one else held all the other offices that he did. 
Even more important, his prestige was such that he could do almost 
anything he wanted, so long as he did not openly flout decency or justice. 
His pre-eminence was officially recognized by the Senate in bestowing 
upon him the new title of Augustus (roughly, “the revered’* or “the 
holy”), a title which became the property of all later emperors, but 
which is still applied to him only in the sense of a personal name. 

Yet this Augustus was not a king. He held his powers as a delega- 
tion from the Senate and the Roman People. He was freed from the 
operation of certain laws, but not placed absolutely above all law. He 
might persuade, he might even overawe; but he did not “reign.” He 
might obtain the Senate’s sanction for the man whom he wished to 
succeed him; but he could not appoint a successor. He could not even 
be sure that he would have one. His position was more like that of 
Cromwell in 17th-century Britain than that of the founder of a dynasty. 
The old Rome had been a republic. The Rome of recent years had been 
a military dictatorship. The Rome of the future was to be a monarchy. 
The Augustan Principate was all three mixed together, and too much 
of each to be either of the other two. 

The coinage of the Principate reflected the divided sovereignty. 
Augustus reformed the monetary system and placed it on a permanent 
basis. The important coins were: the copper as; the brass dupondius 
and sestertius,^ worth respectively two and four asses ; the silver denarius, 
rated at four sestertii; and the gold aureus, equivalent (probably) to 
twenty-flve denarii. The Senate continued to strike the copper and brass, 
marked with its sign, the letters S.C. for Senatus consulto (By authority 
of the Senate). The gold and silver, except for exceptional issues, came 
from the emperor’s mint. Again with very few exceptions, all coins of 
whatever metal they might be, bore a portrait of Augustus or some one 
of his family or close friends. This monarchical style of coinage, however, 
had already become familiar. Not only did the portrait of Julius Caesar 
appear on Roman coins, but all but one of the Liberators used their 
portraits on the coins that they struck as commanders in the field to 
pay their troops.^ 

The coinage of Antony, Lepidus, and Octavian followed the same 
style. Antony’s portrait, the very embodiment of robust health and 
self-confidence, appears on his denarii and aurei, the reverses of which 
often show his family or associates: his brother Lucius (Fig. 1); his 
young fellow Triumvir Octavian (Fig. 2); or his wife Octavia (Fig. 3). 
Later still, his portrait and that of Cleopatra, who is styled “Queen of 
Kings,” occupy the two sides of the same coin (Fig. 4). There is little 
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variation in Antony’s portrait, and it seems probable that he really 
looked like this, or at least wanted people to think so. 

The reverse portraits of Octavia and Cleopatra are interesting. They 
show (although the portrait of Cleopatra is generally thought to be only 
mediocre) that Octavia was the better-looking of the two women; and 
that Plutarch was correct in describing Cleopatra as personally fascinat- 
ing, but not especially beautiful.® It is most amusing to notice the way 
in which Antony’s die engravers depicted Octavian. This vapid little 
face, which might be that of a ten-year-old child of retarded mental 
development, contrasts strongly, not only with the handsome and 
thoughtful features of the Vatican bust of the young Octavian,® but 
with his own coin portraits in all periods. 

The coin portraits, like the statues of Augustus, seem all to be more 
or less idealized, following in this a Greek, rather than the native Italian 
tradition. He usually appears as a graceful, handsome youth, with a 
longish neck, and thin, aristocratic features (Fig. 5). Sometimes the 
portrait, whether by accident or design, seems vaguely suggestive of 
that of Julius Caesar (Fig. 6). A few portraits may be more realistic.

This is probably true of a very fine portrait on a silver tetradrachma, 
struck in the East (probably at Ephesus) in 28 B.C. (Fig. 7). On this 
coin, Augustus (or rather, Octavian, for it was struck in the year before 
he received the honor of that title) is called “Son of the Divus, Defender 
of the Liberty of the Roman People.” The portrait looks more convincing 
than most, but in the last analysis we shall probably never know exactly 
what Augustus looked like at any particular time. He certainly cannot 
have resembled the idiot child of Antony’s denarii. He was probably 
never as superhuman in appearance as the young god of some statues, 
who seems in reality to be the Heaven-sent savior of the world that 
some poets affected to see in Augustus. He certainly did not stay a youth, 
although the coin portraits show little if any sign of advancing age. 

Suetonius, who had never seen Augustus, but had read descriptions 
of him, tells us that 

His expression, whether when speaking or silent, was calm and mild . . . 
He had clear, bright eyes, in which he liked to have it thought that there 
was a kind of divine power, and it greatly pleased him, whenever he 
looked keenly at anyone, if that person let his face fall as if before the 
radiance of the sun. But in his old age he could not see very well. His 
teeth were wide apart, small, and dingy-looking. His hair was slightly 
curly and inclining to golden. His eyebrows were joined together. His 
ears were medium-sized and his nose stuck out a little at the bridge and 
then turned inward (i.e., a hooked or “Roman” nose). His coloring was 
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between dark and fair. He was short of stature . . . , but this was con- 
cealed by the fine proportion and grace of his figure.7 

Aside from the nose, which usually seems perfectly straight, the 
com portraits confirm fairly well to this description. They probably give 
us a recognizable picture of the great Princeps, but they seem designed 
rather to portray him as he wanted the world to see him than to draw 
him as he really appeared to those who knew him best. They seek, as with 
the realistic portraits on Greek coins, to show through the fiesh and bone 
of his face the personality and historical significance of the statesman.® 

The use of his own portrait on coins, however, while to us it savors 
of monarchy, may have seemed less monarchical to his contemporaries. 
Others had set the style while Rome was not a Principate, but theoreti- 
cally the old style Republic. Augustus’s portrait on his own gold and 
silver issues might be interpreted as indicating that they were struck 
by him as Generalissimo (Imperator). His portrait on the Senatorial 
issues could be considered a compliment by the Senate to its Chief of 
State. Even today, republics sometimes place the portrait of the premier 
or president on coins.®

Augustus was extremely careful to avoid the appearance of founding 
a royal family. No coin issued during his reign, therefore, carries a 
portrait of his beloved wife Livia. She was not a queen, but the wife 
of the first magistrate, and her portrait on a coin would have seemed 
very bad taste. Augustus, however, had to deal with the problem of 
succession. He could not wait until his own death and let the Senate 
choose a suitable man. That might prove disastrous. Even if the Senate 
chose a good man, the army, or some part of it, might not accept him, 
and civil war might begin all over again. Augustus decided that he and 
his advisers must pick the man beforehand, break him in at his job, and 
publicly prepare his acceptance by everyone by giving him the necessary 
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advertisement - not, to be sure, as a destined successor, but as an 
important man in the state in his own right. The coins were an excellent 
medium for this publicity; and thus we find them bearing portraits of 
Agrippa, Augusttis’s admiral at Actium and one of his closet friends 
(Fig. 8), and smaller figures of his grandsons, Caius and ^cius Caesar, 
appear on the reverse of Augustus’s own portrait coins (Fig. 9). 

Everyone whom he chose, however, disappointed him by dying. 
Augustus was at last left with no reasonable choice but his stepson, born 
to Livia in a previous marriage, who became the Emperor Tiberius. 
Upright and able, but with the traditional pride and cold aloofness of 
his father’s family, the Claudii, Tiberius was universally respected and 
universtdly unloved. Yet he was perhaps the only man able to hold the 
job who would surely be accepted by everybody. Tiberius thus became 
Princeps without any difficulty when Augustus died. His was a hard lot. 
Chosen by Augustus only as the best of a bad market, he tried honestly 
to carry on his stepfather’s policies; but he was constantly exposed to 
the slanders and plots of the people whom he trusted and on whom he 
needed to depend to govern the state. In his later years, Tiberius 
degenerated into a gloomy and suspicious tyrant; but it cannot be 
truthfully said that he did so without a manful struggle not to be.

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Tiberius’s coins carry his own portrait (Fig. 10), smooth, enigmatic, 
and proud, as he must have looked to contemporaries. They also carry 
female faces and figures in which modern numismatists have recognized, 
or thought they recognized, his mother Livia. The seated figure on the 
reverse of the famous denarius and aureus of the ‘‘Tribute Penny” type 
(Fig. 10) is thought to represent Livia, although the small size of the 
face makes this idea somewhat fanciful. A rather more plausible claim 
to be Livia can be made out for the “Piety” and the “Justice” on con- 
temporary coins of the Senatorial mint (Figs. 11-12). The faces of these 
female personifications are, however, too generalized and idealized to be 
very good portraits. This was no doubt intentional. 

With the exception of the “Tribute Penny” type, Tiberius’s gold and 
silver coins are all scarce. This, indeed, is the only real justification for 
the belief that it was a denarius of this type that Jesus held when He 
advised paying tribute to Caesar. In fact, gold and silver of all rulers 
of the family of Augustus, the Julio-Claudian “dynasty,” are hard to 
obtain, except those of Augustus and Nero. This may have been due to 
smaller coinages; but another, and probably a more important cause of 
this scarcity was the debasement of the silver by Nero and later rulers. 
After this, early Imperial silver, which had been struck as nearly pure 
as the Romans knew how to refine it, was more valuable as bullion than 
as coin. The respect accorded to Augustus may have caused many of 
his coins to be hoarded as they were. No such respect was felt, however, 
for the later emperors of his family, and most of their denarii probably 
went into the melting pot. 

Tiberius was succeeded by his grand-nephew Caius, better known as 
Caligula (“Little Boots”). He got this nickname as a child, when his 
father, Germanicus, took him on campaigns, dressed in a little uniform, 
complete with regulation army boots. Germanicus was the idol of the 
upper class. His untimely death was deeply mourned by them, and the 
suspicion (quite unfounded) that Tiberius had him poisoned helped to 
make that emperor hated in Senatorial circles. 

Caligula thus began his reign auspiciously; but it soon became clear 
that he intended to break entirely with the idea of a Principate and found 
an absolute monarchy. The stories told about him by Suetonius and Dio 
Cassius may be exaggerated. It is, however, generally thought that he 
was insane, and the fixed stare in the eyes of some of his coin portraits 
(Fig. 13) helps to support this belief. In any case, Caligula won the 
unhappy distinction of being the only ruler of the Julio-Claudian line 
who was more detested than Nero. He appears in the ancient sources 
as the mad tyrant par exceZZence — bloodthirsty, treacherous, reckless, 
capricious, irresponsible, utterly unpredictable, “at once irritated and 
pleased, both with those who flattered him and with those who spoke 
frankly.”!! 

Caligula tried to play on the popularity of his parents, Germanicus 
and Agrippina the Elder. Their portraits appear on his coins, hers care- 
fully labeled, in case anybody failed to recognize it, “Agrippina, Mother 
of Caesar Augustus.” This, however, could not save Caligula. He was 
murdered, his memory officially execrated, his statues thrown down, and 
even his coin portraits defaced by the enraged Romans (Fig. 16). 
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While the Senate argued over what to do, the Imperial bodyguards 
rushed to the palace, hustled out the dead tyrant's uncle Claudius, and 
proclaimed him emperor. The Senate had no choice but to agree. 
Claudius suffered all his life from an infirmity, probably spastic paralysis, 
that impaired his speech and walk. He was thought feeble-minded when 
a child, and no attempt was made to treat his disorder. There were, how- 
ever, advantages to this. His life was safe under tyranny; and, since 
little pains were taken with his education, he obtained a good one. He 
grew into an intelligent man, whose wide knowledge of history helped to 
make up for his lack of political experience, and he proved to be a very 
good emperor. His chief fault was his weakness of will, which allowed 
him to be dominated by his wives, the beautiful and immoral Messalina 
and her successor, the formidable Agrippina the Younger. 

Claudius was not very impressive in appearance. His features were 
good, but his timidity, his absentmindedness, and his natural affliction, 
which became noticeable when he spoke or moved, tended to counteract 
his good points. Suetonius describes him as dignified in appearance, 

but only when he was standing still or sitting, and especially when he 
was reclining. He was tall, but not slender, with pleasing features, becom- 
ing white hair, and a full neck. But when he walked his weak knees gave 
way under him, and he had many disagreeable traits, both in his lighter 
moments and when he was engaged in business. His laughter was 
unseemly and his anger still more disgusting, for he would foam at the 
mouth and trickle at the nose. Moreover, he stammered and his head 
was very shaky, especially when he made the least exertion .12 

These defects do not, of course, appear in Claudius's coin portraits (Figs. 
17-19). Just the same, Claudius was not handsome. He was an elderly 
man, with a timid and quizzical expression; and it took all the skill his 
artists could muster to give him the imperious dignity worthy of a 
Roman emperor while still producing a recognizable portrait. 

The earlier Julio-Claudians, even the fierce Caligula, were all hand- 
some men. Claudius was not; and his successor, Nero, was downright 
ugly. It is hard to say whether the difficulty of creating idealistic por- 
traits of them induced a trend toward realism or whether a renewed 
taste for realistic portraiture was reflected in portrait art under the last 
two Julio-Claudian Caesars. Be this as it may, the modified idealism of 
the Augustan Age wanes in the period after his Principate; and it is 
replaced, by the end of the reign of Nero, by a realism so stark and 
brutal that we often wonder how the artists dared to depict their rulers 
in such a manner. 

Claudius's second wife, Agrippina the Younger, managed to arrange 
that he be succeeded, not by his own son, Britannicus, but by her son by 
a former marriage, the sixteen-year-old Nero. Of all ancient rulers, Nero 
has probably left the most dreadful reputation. This is not quite fair. 
Nero was no worse than many another ancient despot, even in the time 
of his most extreme tyranny; and the first few years of his reign, when 
he was listening to the advice of his mother, of the old soldier Burrus, 
and of the Stoic philosopher Seneca, were distinguished by excellent 
government. In some quarters, moreover, Nero was always popular. 
The common people of Rome liked him, probably because of the shows 
that he gave, and the Greeks adored him, not only because of his artistic 
tastes, but because of the many favors that he showered upon Greece.

These very things, however, rendered him unpopular with the army and 
the aristocracy; and he also became the bogeyman of the Christian 
Church as the first emperor to persecute Christianity. 

Nero really should never have been a Roman emperor. Had he 
remained a private citizen, with money and time to indulge his tastes 
for music and poetry, he might have been a decent enough person. He 
believed himself to be a great singer and composer.^^ Perhaps he was: 
he certainly could get the best instruction. We never can know ; because 
it was dangerous to criticize him while he lived and dangerous to praise 
him after his death. Such talents, however, were felt to be unbecoming 
in a Roman emperor; nor could Nero indulge in them freely without 
neglect of his duty. Bitter conflicts developed, therefore, between Nero 
and his advisers. He ended by getting rid of them, murdering his 
mother and forcing Seneca to kill himself. After that, he devoted himself 
to the careers of opera singer, conspicuous wastrel, and magnificent play- 
boy on a scale that even a modem Indian rajah might envy. He also 
became a monster. Yet it is in the last analysis doubtful whether the 
Romans hated him more for matricide and his other crimes than they 
did for his singing and his partiality to the greeks.^^

Nero’s die cutters probably did about all they could for him. He 
could not be made to appear anything other than a fat, ugly boy, vainly 
trying to ape the elegant profligacy of his aristocratic friends; and so 
he appears on his coins (Fig. 20). For all his crimes, Nero remains 
rather a pathetic flgure: a failure in his dearest ambitions, driven into 
awful crimes by his unbridled desires and the encouragement of bad 
friends, goaded by remorse and terror, and at the end unable even to 
find the nerve to kill himself with the help of a servant. He became a 
monster; but, unlike the mad Caligula, he seems a very human, and 
even a pitiful monster. His later renown as a perfect embodiment of 
vice may not be deserved; but he would probably have preferred to be 
so remembered than to be forgotten altogether. 

Nero’s death ended the Julio-Claudian line. It marked also the end 
of an era. After a year of civil war, the honest Vespasian established 
an era of good government and private virtue on the part of the 
emperors themselves, which continued, broken only by the brief tyranny 
of Domitian, for 110 years (A.D. 70-180). The world has seldom since 
seen a set of rulers like the house of Augustus and Livia. The writers 
of later times certainly slandered most of them and exaggerated their 
crimes and follies; especially was this true of Tiberius and Claudius. 
When all is said, however, they remain fantastic characters, whose antics 
are fascinating to study. 

The set of portraits which the coins provide us lend added zest to 
the historical works of Tacitus, Suetonius, and Dio Cassius. Many of 
their issues are scarce, and the high style of their art and the interest 
which they have always attracted make the coins of these rulers more 
expensive than even their scarcity seems to warrant. The gold aurei and 
the best specimens of the brass sestertii are costly, and the average 
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collector cannot hope to own more than a few of them. The denarii, 
though not easy to obtain in all cases, are cheaper, and a representative 
collection of these can be built up at moderate cost The far-sighted 
collector may also bear in mind the fact that these coins are, unlike 
many other ancient and modern coins, always in demand and can be 
resold at a market price which does not fluctuate as sharply as that of 
most recent coins. 

NOTES 

1 This article is a sequel to my “Hellenistic and Early Roman Coin Por- 
traiture,” The Numismatist, June, 1948, pp. 382-396. It is designed to 
carry on the study of ancient coin portraits from the point at which the 
earlier article ended, introducing the reader to the study of the period of 
Augustus and the Julio-Claudians (about 44 B.C. to A.D. 69).

5 Plutarch (Antony, 27) says that Cleopatra’s beauty was not so incomparable 
as to strike those who saw her; her charm lay in her winning personality, 
her lovely voice, and the brilliance of her conversation. Plutarch (or his 
source) may be too gallant. If we can judge by her own coins, which are 
probably generally accurate in their portraits (see Edward T. Newell, 
Royal Greek Portrait Coins, Wayte Raymond: New York, 1937, pp. 91 f.), 
Cleopatra was rather plain. “To one who knows only the Cleopatras of 
stage, screen, and popular fancy,” writes Newell, “her strong and almost 
forbidding features come as a distinct shock.”

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SUGGESTIONS FOR FURTHER READING 

There is little easily available literature in English. Harold Mattingly’s 
Roman Coins (London, 1928) has almost nothing on portraiture. The por- 
traits of the period of the Triumvirate are treated in H. A. Greuber, Coins 
of the Roman Republic in the British Museum, 3 vols., London, 1910. For 
the later period, one may use Harold Mattingly and E. A. Sydenham, The 
Roman Imperial Coinage, Vol. I (London, 1923), which has little discussion of 
the portraiture, but many illustrations. The two works of Mrs. Arthur 
(Eugenie) Strong, Roman Sculpture from Augustus to Constantine (New 
York and London, 1907) and Art in Ancient Rome (2 vols., Scribner: New 
York, 1930), also contain some discussion of coin portraits. 

For those who read German, the best book is probably Robert West, 
Roemische Portrat-Plastik (Munich, 1933); but the German is not easy. 
Jean Babelon’s Le portrait dans Vantiquite d’apres les monnaies (Paris, 
1942) is not too difiBcult French, but it is rather elementary. Kurt Lange, 
Herrscherkopfe des Altertums im Munzbild ihrer Zeit (Berlin and Zurich, 
1938) contributes little of significance as far as the written treatment goes, 
but its fine enlarged photographs of coins are well worth looking at.

Dear Sir: 

I hope that it is not too late for me to let you know how much I like 
the new cover of The Numismatist. It seems to me as excellent as it is 
unusual among periodicals of this type today. Doubtless this very unusualness 
will blind many to its merit. You have explained very fully the appropriate- 
ness of the symbolism both of the Eagle and the quill-written scroll work, 
but you have said nothing of the excellence with which these symbols are 
presented. It seems to me that a word should be said on this score also. 

The first excellence seems to be that of legibility, so often neglected today 
in the designs both of periodical covers and of coins. The first purpose of 
letters and of symbols is to be read — clearly, without any confusion, at a 
glance. No one can deny that the new cover is beautifully legible. 

Secondly, the cover is a thing of paper and ink, and, therefore, to be 
beautiful it should look like what it is. Too often today, the designer’s 
attempt to rouse emotion through the presentation of a naturalistic effect, 
making use of three dimensional modeling, etc., ends with a design which 
can only be regarded as beautiful if it is looked through, but if it is looked 
at, objectively, is not beautiful at all. 

Then also it is successful, I think, because the means used — the artist’s 
skillful hand, the quill, the line cut block, the press — have been related 
properly to the end in view, which as I said I believe to be legibility. When 
the actual means used are not understood by the designer (and this is too 
often the case) they cannot be expected to fulfill their appointed end. You 
cannot drive a bent nail straight no matter how much you may want to do so. 

And then there is the formal relation of the empty paper to the ink lines. 
Here, I confess, when I first saw the January number, I was somewhat dis- 
appointed. I felt that too fine a quill had been used, and that, as a result, the 
solid lines were a little meager and wirey. But now that I have seen the 
March issue, I see that I was wrong. It was the words JANUARY 1949 in 
heavy faced type at the bottom of the page that had thrown the relations 
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of the lines and spaces off balance. Now that the month and year are quill- 
written also, there is nothing to interfere with the harmony originally 
planned by the artist. 

The design of coins and medals has been for many years of great interest 
to me, and I have had some practical experience with it. With my partner, 
the sculptor John Howard Benson, I designed the Rhode Island Memorial 
half dollar, cut the dies for the Harvard Tercentenary medallion and medal, 
and for several other medals for private associations. I also drew up for the 
U.S. mint a scheme for a complete new coinage of gold, silver and base metal 
coins, which was never used. 

I think that The Numismatist should be congratulated in the good example 
it is offering in an artistic field that certainly needs reforming.

MICHAEL HILLEGAS 

By H. R. STERRETT, Milwaukee, Wisconsin 

The $10 gold note of the United States bears on its face the portrait 
of Michael Hillegas, First Treasurer of the U. S. 

How many collectors, or others, know anything about this man who 
assumed the arduous task of handling the finances of a rebeUious people? 
I have a recollection of seeing his naune on a memorial in old Christ 
Church cemetery in Philadelphia many years ago, but it is the curiosity 
of a numismatist that led me to seek more information about this man 
of the days preceding and during the American Revolution. Sources of 
information are neither numerous nor profuse in what they contain. 

The influence of birth and early life have much to do with the 
course of later life and was more pronounced in those days than in ours, 
so let us see what we can learn of the family of Michael Hillegas. 

The family tradition is that the name was originally Hill de Gasz, 
and their forebears fled from France to the German Palatinate during 
the persecution of the French Huguenots. Michael’s parents, both born in 
Germany, were Michael, senior, born in 1696, and Margaret, born in 1705. 
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They came to America in the year 1727, passengers on the William & 
Sarah, William Hill, master, and settled in Philadelphia, where Michael, 
senior, set up business. 

In the Pennsylvania Gazette of June 29, 1738, appeared his adver- 
tisement for a runaway slave and gave his occupation as “potter.” He 
evidently was not satisfied to remain a potter for he afterwards became 
a prominent merchant and acquired a large amount of property. He 
was also interested in maritime ventures. The records show that he was 
naturalized on April 11, 1749, and died October 20 of the same year. His 
wife lived until July 21, 1770. 

Michael, junior, first of a large family, was born April 22, 1729, in 
Philadelphia. Michael received a good education, entered his father’s 
counting house” at an early age, and became his father’s executor at 
the age of 21. As primogeniture was then the vogue, he probably 
received the major portion of the estate. He became a prominent figure 
in Philadelphia affairs, a refiner of sugar, interested in the manufacture 
of iron, and one of the first to invest in the development of Pennsylvania’s 
anthracite coal deposits. 

We find him to have been active in the political life of Philadelphia 
and the Province of Pennsylvania. The records show that he held these 
public offices: 

1762 Commissioner to select a site and erect a fort (Mifflin) for 
protection against foreign foes. 

1763-1775 Member of the Provincial Assembly of Pennsylvania. 

1774 Member of the Committee of Observation of Philadelphia. 

1775- 1776 Member of Pennsylvania Committee of Safety. 

1776- 1777 Treasurer of both the Pennsylvania Committee of Safety, 
and of the Continental Congress. 

Then, on September 7, 1777, Congress gave him the title of Treasurer 
of the United States, a position he held until September 11, 1789, when 
the Federal Constitution set up the Treasury Department, under the 
supervision of the Secretary of the Treasury, as at present. 

1789-1804 Associate judge of the Mayor’s Court. 

1792-1804 Alderman of the City of Philadelphia. 

He died in Philadelphia on September 29, 1804. His wife, Henrietta 
Boude, had died in 1792. Ten children survived him. 

While serving in the Provincial Assembly Mr. Hillegas was a mem- 
ber of the committee to audit and settle the accounts of the General Land 
Offlce and the other public accounts of the province. This was useful in 
the Treasurer’s offlce and the systems employed were the basis of the 
accounting of the Revolutionary and Confederation periods and were 
carried over under the Constitution in the Treasury Department. 

In 1781 the Assembly passed a resolution authorizing the collection 
and publishing of the records of that body and delegated the task to 
Michael Hillegas. In 1782 he published '^The Journals of the Assembly/^ 
Volume I, which included the records of five Provincial Assemblies, and 
also the three bodies concerned in the formation of the Constitution — the 
Provincial Convention of 1775; the Conference of Commissioners of 
1776; and the Constitutional Convention of 1776. Also included were 
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the Declaration of Independence, the Pennsylvania Constitution, and 
the Articles of Confederation. So, perhaps, with a realization of the 
importance of the events in which they had been participant, the 
Pennsylvania political leaders provided an adequate record. He did the 
work well and the volume has proved a mine of information for the 
constitutional. poliUcal. and social life of the country. The exact number 
of copies is not known but the Assembly agreed to purchase 200 copies 
and HiUegas had the right to print more and sell them. On account of 
its size (folio) and importance, many have been preserved and are in the 
principal libraries of the country. 

We find Uttie of the private life of Michael HiUegas, although the 
diary of John Adams in 1775 says: The Assembly and the Congress 
inspwted two “row-galleys” that had been built for the protection of the 
Delaware and wrote that “HiUegas is one of our Continental Treasurers, 
is a great musician, and talks continually of the forte and piano, Handel, 
and songs and tunes. He plays the fiddle.” 

In 1769 HiUegas became a member of the American Philosophical 
Society, of which Benjamin Franklin was president, founded for the 
advancement of scientific research. 

To help the operations of the Treasury we find Mr. HiUegas one of 
the first to subscribe to the formation of the Bank of North America, 
founded in 1782, his bit being four thousand pounds. 

It is hard for us to realize the conditions to be met by the Treasurer 
of those days, when the food, clothing, and all equipment for the army 
had to be provided for by this body. It was the custom of Congress to 
issue warrants, to be sent to the Committee of Safety and the Provincial 
Assembly of Pennsylvania, to supply the money to pay these warrants. 
I insert copies of two letters to show some of the things that were met 
with at the time Mr. HiUegas was Treasurer. 


M. HiUegas to President Reed 


Philadelphia, Aug. 7th, 1780 


Gentlemen: 

I am directed by the Honorable The Board of Treasury on the 5th 
inst. to present the two Warrants of Congress on His Excellency the 
President and the Supreme Council of the Commonwealth of Pa. dated 
June 29th last, the one for One Million Seven Hundred and Fifty Dollars 
and the other for Four Million Five Hundred and Sixty Nine Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Forty Five Dollars and Thirty Ninetieths of a Dollar, 
for payment and report their answers. 

I am Gentlemen, with great Esteem, Your most Obt. Ser\’ant, 

M. HiUegas, Treas. 


The answer: 


Pres. Reed to Michael HiUegas, Treas. 

Sir: 

In answer to your Favour received this morning, which has been laid 
before the Council, I am to acquaint you with the Orders already accepted 
- 3 Millions of Dollars paid for Beef and other Flesh in the late Exegence 
of the Army and the Certificates on Hand for Quarter Masters & Com- 
missaries Debts & which have been paid in for Taxes agreeable to the 
Resolution of Congress of May last - the Quota of the State subject to 
the Order of Congress must be fully paid. Notwithstanding this if it was 
in our Power we should clearly accept the Orders payable on the future 
Quotas, if the State of our Treasury would permit, but the vast Expen- 
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ditures of the State in coi^equence of the System for specific Supplies- 
& now the Call of the Militia absolutely incapacitates us from giving any 
Kehef. On the 3rd inst the Treasurer certified that he had only 46,000 
Dollars in the Treasury. And our State money has met with so unkind 
a reception we fear it will not answer your purposes nor those for which 
It was issued, viz: procuring Bread for the Army.

From the meagre supply of information, one must conclude that the 
portrait of Michael Hillegas has an appropriate place in the currency 
history of our country; that his place in our national history has not 
been accorded the position that his contribution to the cause of the 
Colonies deserves, and that those who wrote our early histories were 
more sectional than national in their writings.

Most of the articles in the book 
are reprinted from the monthly Coin 


and Medal Bulletin of Seabys. Half a 
page on Norman pennies marks the 
opening of the work and much other 
information is provided, in addition 
to illustrations and descriptions of the 
coins. The publisher donated a copy 
to the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion library and its number is S-110. 


Other Donations of Wide Interest 

G-24, Congressional Currency by 
A. C. Gordon, published in New York, 
1895, 228 pages, a story of the start 
and growth of the United States cur- 
rency system; Y-2, 1949 issue A Guide 
Booh of U.8, Coins, illustrated, 254 
pages, index, mint list dating from 
1793, colonial coins and others listed, 
with valuable other information on 
U.S. coins not generally available in 
one book. 

We are indebted to Numismatic 
Gallery for D-42, American Numis- 
matic Manual by Dr. M. W. Dickeson. 
This work of 1859 long has been recog- 
nized as outstanding for its wide field 
and beautiful colored plates. It con- 
tains plates on odd and curious money 
and U.S. colonials — it must have been 
quite a help to collectors of that era. 
This work appeared 15 years before 
Dr. Crosby’s Coins of Early America. 

B. A. Seaby, Ltd., London, sent a 
bound copy of “Seaby’s Coin & Medal 
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Bulletin for 1948.” This work is well 
indexed and while it is excellent for 
coins of Great Britain and the con- 
tinent also has many illustrated and 
other articles on coins of the world. 
Its value is increased by the fact coins 
are priced. Incidentally, the 1947 
issues were out 11 times last year, and 
often a member must wait one to 
three weeks to obtain this loan.

From the desk of the 
General Secreta^ 

The Convention 

The arrangements for the annual convention of the Association, to be 
held this year in San Francisco on August 21-24, are nearly complete and it 
appears that it will be one of the best ever held. It will certainly be most 
attractive from the standpoint of comfort and interest, and the attendance 
will likely be greater than for any previous convention ever held by the 
Association. It is a meeting that you will not want to miss. Some busine^ 
will be transacted, in which you will be interested and concerned, but this 
will be held to a minimum so that ample time will be available for the 
educational program, for entertainment, for viewing of the exhibits and for 
buying and selling. If you can plan your trip so as to accompany others it 
will add to the fun, but in any case, it will be most worthwhile for you to 
attend. Do not overlook the matter of advance reservations for hotel accomo- 
dations. San Francisco has quite a number of good hotels, but it will be 
inadvisable to wait until the last minute to make reservations. The May 
issue included an announcement of the procedure for making reservations. 
If you have not sent for a reservations blank, please do so at once. These 
blanks may be obtained from the office of the General Secretary. 

Election of Officers 

This most important item of business is not transacted at the conven- 
tion. It is done entirely by mail so that each member has an equal voice. 
On or about July 10 you will receive by mail an official ballot. Regardless of 
whether or not you intend to be present at the convention, mark and mail 
this ballot promptly. It will not be opened until the election committee meets 
in San Francisco to count the ballots. Your vote is entirely secret and is most 
essential. These ballots should reach the office of the General Secretary not 
later than August 15 but may be delivered at the convention. No duplicate 
ballots will be available at the convention. If you are a member in good 
standing and fail to receive a ballot by July 20, please write for one. It will 
be sent promptly. 

The Proxy System 

Most corporations which hold business meetings at which members 
would be entitled to vote if present have a system whereby absent members 
can be represented by others. The Association has such a system, as pre- 
scribed in the By Laws. Members who are unable to attend the annual con- 
vention may designate any other member in attendance to represent them. 
This is done by filling out the Proxy Form which is mailed with the ballots. 
If you do not expect to attend the convention you should fill out this form 
and mail it to the office of the General Secretary. You must write on the 
form the name of the person or persons who are to represent you. No one 
else can do this for you. You should designate as your proxy some member 
who expects to be present, one whom you feel would vote as you would vote 
if present. It may be desirable to designate someone in your own city or club 
if possible, or possibly the District Secretary for your district, or any other 
member in whom you have full confidence. It should be clearly understood 
that the proxy has nothing to do with the election of officers. The ballot is 
entirely separate. 

This proxy system has occasionally resulted in the situation where one 
or more members hold a majority of the proxies at a convention. This may 
be .^ood or it may be bad. Our By Laws do not provide for any arbitrary 
limitation or restriction. Most business transacted at an annual convention is 
routine and consists mostly of formal acceptance of reports and recommenda- 
tions for the consideration of the Executive Board. Motions on these matters 
are nearly always carried unanimously and it would be a waste of time to 
include a proxy vote. As a matter of fact, there has not been a proxy vote 
taken at any convention since 1937, and only then on a matter upon which

there was some difference of opinion but not very important. However, it is 
the privilege of any member to call for a proxy vote on any motion and this is 
the only way in which absent members can be represented and have a voice 
in convention proceedings. 

An examination of the official reports of previous conventions will reveal 
that elected officers have held most of the proxies. This is more or less to 
be expected. The officers do attend the conventions and have an unquestioned 
interest in the business affairs of the Association as well as a familiarity with 
details. They also have a wide acquaintance with the members and, for 
the most part, enjoy their confidence and respect. It is only natural that 
they would be designated by quite a few members to represent them. 

It has been suggested by some members that it may be undesirable for 
a few officers to hold most of the proxies. It would be possible to amend the 
By Laws in such a way as to avoid this situation, but a more critical analysis 
of the matter will indicate that there is no cause for alarm. Members should 
note that our Federal Charter, which acts as our Constitution, and is not 
subject to amendment except by an act of Congress, specifically places the 
control of the Association in the Board of Governors, elected by the members. 
The Board has the authority to veto any act by the convention, whether 
passed by means of proxies or otherwise. While there is no instance of a 
motion made and passed on the floor and later vetoed by the Board, the fact 
still remains that any such motion is no more and no less than a mere 
recommendation to the Board. The fact that members of the Board hold 
sufficient proxies to prevent an act by the convention which could be over- 
ruled anyway or to cause to be carried any motion which could be put into 
effect without a convention vote makes it absolutely meaningless to be 
concerned over how many proxies any one person might hold. There is no 
possibility that such proxies could constitute any threat or any power. The 
power of administration of Association affairs rests with the officers and your 
real concern should be with the nomination and election of qualified officers 
in whom you can safely trust this power. Your proxy is therefore not as 
important as your ballot. 

Be sure to mark the ballot carefully and send it in promptly. Send the 
proxy form in only if you do not plan to attend the convention.

GEORGE H. CLAPP, A.N.A. 2465 

The passing of George H. Clapp on March 31 at the age of ninety 
bring to a wide circle of people the feeling that they have lost a good friend. 
It is not given to many to attain prominence in so many fields. As president 
of the board of trustees of the University of Pittsburgh, and its oldest HyiJJg 
alumnus, Mr. Clapp was keenly interested in its development and especially 
in the Nationality Rooms which are so distinctively a feature of the great 
Cathedral of Learning. He served as a trustee of Carnegie Institute, a con- 
nection due in part to his specialized knowledge of conchology; the collection 
formed by him and presented to that museum is outstanding, and is one of 
its prized assets. His success in business is known to his fellow-citizens who 
have watched the development of the Aluminum Company of An^rica, and 
who know how great was his share in its growth. That a man with so many 
interests could find time for numismatics will not surprise those who knew 
the other directions which his energy took; they will rather see an explana- 
tion of his success because of the thoroughness, precision and enthusiasm 
with which he pursued this as his avocation. 

The fulness of years granted him enabled Mr. Clapp to watch the changes 
taking place in all these fields. It was indeed inspiring to hear him tell of the 
beginnings of his coin-collecting. Early acquisitions were rnade by obtaining 
permission from the keeper of a nearby toll bridge to examine the coppers m 
his till for anything unusual — an example to the beginners of our day and a 
hint that “where there’s a will there’s a way.’’ Again and again he expressed 
his admiration for Crosby’s “Early Coins of America,’’ and delighted to point 
out how few corrections there had been in the years that have intervened 
since it was published in 1875. The collection of large cents which he built 
comes about as near to perfection as is ever permitted to human endeavor. 
Not only did he achieve completeness in scope, but to this were added the 
superlatives in quality and condition. His willingness to ^ share the pleasure 
he had found is characteristic, and was expressed by him at the time his 
large cents were deeded to the American Numismatic Society in order that, 
in that museum, they might be where “anyone may consult them’’; they are 
now among the Society’s “crown jewels.’’ 

The collectors of his own generation all predeceased him — Hines, New- 
comb, Wurtzbach. Of those who had aided him, Mr. Clapp always had a 
warm word for Mr. Proskey. It must not be thought, however, that there 
was anything old-fashioned in Mr. Clapp’s attitude. He was quite ready to 
take advantage of the techniques which modern science has placed at our 
disposal, as was demonstrated but a few years ago by his effort to have the 
physicists of Pitt explore the possibilities of spectroscopic examination of the 
metal in coins. His publications are a model of clarity and precision. He 
was a member of the American Numismatic Association since 1924, of the 
American Numismatic Society, and of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society of which he was the last surviving charter member (1878). The name 
of George H. Clapp is one which we all “delight to honor.’’ - S.P.N. 


ALDINE E. KOHLI, A.N.A. 9811 

The many friends of Aldine E. Kohli, Bluffton, Ohio, will be saddened 
to learn of his passing on April 13, 1949. His death was due to a heart attack. 

Mr. Kohli was born during November, 1883, near Bluffton, Ohio. During 
his lifetime he was engaged in political, insurance, and real estate work. 
Numismatically, he was a member of the Ohio State Numismatic Society and 
vice president of the Allen County Coin Club. 

Active in numismatics for over 50 years, his fine collection received many 
awards including second place during National Coin Week in 1944. He also 
attended several of the A.N.A. Conventions and nearly all of the Ohio State 
Conventions in recent years. 
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He is sur\uved by his wife, several daughters, and a number of other 
relatives, several of w’hom are A.N^. members.

DANA C. HILL, A.N.A. 16238 

On the afternoon of April 29, Dana C. Hill died of a heart attack in the 
oflBce of Stuart Mosher, acting curator of numismatics, in the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

Mr. Hill, 53, w^as an attorney in the Claims Division of the Justice Depart- 
ment. He was an active member of the Washington Numismatic Society and 
specialized in historical coins. 

Born in Jacksonville, 111., he took his pre-law course at Northwestern 
University. After serving in the infantry in World War I, he was graduated 
from Harvard University’s Law School in 1926. He then went into the 
investment business in Minneapolis and remained there until the outbreak 
of World War II, when he re-entered the Army. He left the service in 1945 
with the rank of lieutenant colonel. 

During that year he became a legal consultant for the American Legion’s 
national headquarters here. He served in that office until joining the Justice 
Department a year ago. 

He was a member of St. Clement’s Episcopal Church, Arlington. 

Mr. Hill, who lived at 4623 Thirty-sixth Street South, Arlington, is sur- 
vived by his widow, Mrs. Dorothy Hurlbut Hill; two daughters, Mrs. Martha 
H. Burger of the Thirty-sixth Street address, and Mrs. Dorothy H. Parisi, 
Vista, Calif.; his father, George M. Hill, Greenfield, 111.; two sisters, Mrs. 
Helen F. Esler, Galesburg, 111., and Mrs. Faith Gray, Sherrill, N.Y.; a brother, 
Byron Hill, Kansas City, Mo., and a grandson. 

DR. RILEY D. MOORE, A.N.A. 13441 

Dr. Riley D. Moore,. 65, noted anthropologist, died suddenly of a stroke 
on April 24. 

Dr. Moore came to Washington to practice osteopathy in 1912 and 
immediately joined the Smithsonian Institution’s Department of Anthropology. 

Two years later he was sent to Alaska and obtained from St. Lawrence 
Island an ethnological collection of more than 630 objects, which was said to be 
the most thorough collection of its type to come to the institution from Alaska. 

Dr. Moore resigned from the institution in 1918 to devote full time to 
osteopathic work. 

As a hobby. Dr. Moore became an expert in Chinese currency and had 
a collection of more than 2,000 different items, some of which dated back to 
prehistoric times. On the Wednesday before his death at the Mayflower Hotel 
he gave a lecture on Chinese currency at a meeting of the Washington Lion’s 
Club, of which he was a charter member. He recently assisted the Smith- 
sonian and the University of Florida in cataloging their Chinese currency 
collections. 

Born in Cherokee, Iowa, he was graduated from an eye, ear, nose and 
throat school in Chicago and from Kirksville College of Osteopathy in 
Missouri. He practiced osteopathy in Colorado from 1907 to 1912 and was 
graduated from National University Law School after coming here. 

Dr. Moore was a member of the A.N.A., the A.N.S., the Washington 
Numismatic Society, the American Osteopathic Association, American Anthro- 
pological Association and the Explorers’ Club. An enthusiastic amateur 
magician, he was a former president of the Society of American Magicians 
and a member of the Brotherhoods of Magicians. 

Dr. Moore lived at 3421 Brown Street N.W., and had a summer home, 
Machesis, Arudle-on-the-Bay, Md. 

Surviving him are his widow, Mrs. Ruth Collette Moore; a daughter, 
Mrs. Juan Yriart, whose husband is with the Uruguayan Foreign Service in 
Annecy, France; three brothers, Erwin T. Moore, Louisville, Ky.; Gilchrist 
Moore, San Francisco; and Zene Moore, Oakland, Calif., and a sister, Mrs. 
Margaret Thorton, Salt Lake City.

Dies of Lincoln Medals Discovered 

Collectors of Lincolniana will be 
interested in the recent discovery of 
three campaign medals of the Civil 
War era. Two of the medals are com- 
panion pieces measuring one and one- 
half inches in size from the campaign 
of 1860. One pictures a bust of Lincoln 
without beard and the inscription 
“Abraham Lincoln of Illinois for Pres- 
ident.” The other illustrates Douglas 
with the inscription “Stephen A. 
Douglas of Illinois for President.” At 
the lower edge of the shoulder appears 
the name of the die maker, “True.” 

The third medal of one and one- 
fourth inch size is from the campaign 
of 1864. Lincoln with beard appears 
on this die with the inscription “Abra- 
ham Lincoln for President, 1864.” 

A.N.A. member W. M. Winter, 529 
Shroyer Road, Dayton 9, Ohio, has 
struck a number of specimens from 
the three dies. The words “This coin 
struck from original die” appears on 
the reverse to show that they are 
restrikes. These are being made 
available to collectors, subject to the 
life of the dies, at $1 each for the 
1860 campaign medals and .75 each 
for the 1864 medal.

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I have noted with greatest interest 
recent efforts of various collectors to 
obtain, through the columns of The 
Numismatist, some concrete data on 
just how rare certain coins may be. 
All of which ser\"ed to remind me that 
I have some on which I’d appreciate 
such data myself. 

I would particularly like a line on 
how many U. S. silver dollars of 1794 
are known to exist, and how fine or 
boldly struck these known ones may 
be. My own specimen, as far as I can 
ascertain from the limited number of 
descriptions at my command, may 
well be the fourth, or even the third, 
finest one in existence, but without 
much more complete information I 
naturally can’t be at all too sure of 
this. 

Also, I have a bronze proof of the 
1876 Centennial “dollar” issued by the 
State of Nevada, and I’ve never been 
able to find even a single listing of 
the existence of this, although the 
silver slugs show up with a fair de- 
gree of frequency. 

How about the known specimens 
of foreign coins counterstamped by 
Polhemus, the druggist of Sacra- 
mento, California, particularly in sil- 
ver dollar sizes? And the silver “dol- 
lar” slugs issued by Montana at the 
World’s Fair in Chicago in 1933. 
Neither of these seem recognized as 
rarities, but try and find one of either. 

I would greatly appreciate informa- 
tion on any of the coins mentioned.

Names Newell Numismatic 
Curator 

Floyd B. Newell has been appointed 
honorary curator of the numismatic 
collections of the University of Roch- 
ester Library, John R. Russell, li- 
brarian, announced yesterday. Newell 
is curator and former president of 
the Rochester Numismatic Society. 
As a hobby he has made colored slides 
of more than 5,500 coins. He will 
supervise the arrangement and care 
of the Joseph T. Ailing collection of 
Greek and Roman coins, the Joseph 
Speicher collection of Chinese cur- 
rency, the Adelbert P. Little collec- 
tion of United States money, and the 
university’s general medal collection.

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ARE WE READY FOR IT? 

Having recently attempted to com- 
plete a small collection of foreign 
commemoratives and sets, the above 
question has come to my mind from 
time to time in connection with this 
phase and series of numismatics. I 
am of the sincere opinion that the 
above mentioned coins are to be the 
numismatic items of tomorrow and 
for the several reasons that I will 
attempt to explain in the following 
paragraphs. 

The average American numismatist 
collects only United States coins and 
for the following reasons: Available 
supply through circulation and dealer 
stocks, for proper housing facilitating 
display and personal satisfaction, and 
the ready market for the immediate 
sale or exchange of duplicates. With 
this in mind, don’t you think we are 
overlooking a tremendous future and 
injuring the hobby by not enlarging 
it to include the foreign field in a 
more encouraging manner? 

Current foreign sets are not expen- 
sive today, even in the choicest con- 
dition and foreign commemoratives 
are some of the most beautiful pieces 
of art yet produced as a medium of 
exchange, yet how many American 
dealers can supply the most simple 
wants in this line or even stock them 
except as they reach the dealer 
through broken collections or odds 
and ends of foreign lots purchased at 
a bargain for one or two items which 
do enjoy current demand or market. 
It must here be admitted that many 
of today’s foreign issues are of metals 
with no intrinsic value but this aspect 
should change as soon as the eco- 
nomic conditions of the world become 
more staple. 

When the American collector real- 
izes the available variety of foreign 
commemoratives, already somewhat 
difficult to secure in choice condition, 
and considers the stalemate which has 
occurred in this American series, I 
feel certain that these items are 
destined to be the gems of the future. 
A few specific coins that could be 
mentioned in this connection are the 
Austrian and German Empire and 
Republic commemorative series, the 
Swiss commemoratives and Shooting 
Festival coins, the Brazilian com- 
memoratives in minor metals, are 
among the many others which today 
can be completed in choice condition 
and at not too great a cost. In some 
instances, these series have been dis- 
continued due to the disintegration of 
an Empire or Republic. 


If we are ready for it — and from 
the recommendations of the United 
Nations Monetary Fund, the stand- 
ardization arrangements of measure- 
ments being contemplated by the 
British and American nations, the 
move by the South African Republic 
to convert from pounds to dollars, 
and the Atlantic Pact — it will not be 
too many years hence when this will 
be one world, with one monetary 
system, as it must be if peace is to 
be permanent for our children’s chil- 
dren. 

Have you asked yourself this ques- 
tion as I have, “What can we do to 
stimulate this foreign coin interest 
and enlarge the field to the average 
American collector?’’ Several far- 
sighted numismatists are knowingly 
or unknowingly helping this move- 
ment such as those responsible for 
the recent publication of an Interna- 
tional Coin Catalogue, the “New or 
Recent Issues” section in The Numis- 
matist, the “Current Coins of the 
World” articles appearing in The Nu- 
mismatic Scrapbook, as well as the 
Foreign Premium Price List which 
made its introduction recently. 

First, we must secure an available 
supply and this can be done as sev- 
eral dealers are attempting to do, 
that is by bringing in the Canadian, 
the Mexican, the South African, and 
other series, where mints will coop- 
erate and where imports are not too 
greatly restricted at the present time 
by limitations set forth in foreign 
laws. 

Next, we must provide proper hous- 
ing for these series as some dealers 
are doing with printed albums and 
pages, and as other dealers would 
greatly enlarge the numismatic fra- 
ternity should they follow this excel- 
lent example. This new move by 
dealers in printing albums and pages 
to house the Canadian, Newfound- 
land, Great Britain, and Mexican 
coins is the finest move made recently 
in the proper direction. Can you 
visualize the demand by foreign col- 
lectors who have been waiting for 
years for such an album or page in 
which to house a series as well as 
the interest developed among Ameri- 
can collectors who wish to exchange 
American coins or collect a foreign 
series and who were unable to house 
these for proper display in sequence 
except with 2x2 envelopes, inserts, 
or blocks ? What would a popular 
priced album arranged and printed to 
house the Brazilian commemoratives 
do to that series? The answer is

fairly simple since most of us remem- 
ber what happened to the Lincoln 
cent when dealers first hit the market 
with boards and pages thereby devel- 
oping the greatest boom the hobby 
has ever experienced and increasing 
our membership and interests two- 
fold. It can be granted that the 
problem of housing foreign coins will 
not be completely solved by using 
albums and boards: this feature can 
best be left to the likes and dislikes 
of the individual collector; but if 
such inexpensive boards, not neces- 
sarily offering protection but conven- 
ience, were available to the beginner, 
his interests in the foreign series 
would be greatly increased. 

Finally, we come to the ready 
market, a problem which would solve 
itself if American stocks were replen- 
ished and kept filled with demand 
current foreign series material. 
Through correspondence, trade jour- 
nals, auction and price lists, and 
exchange among collectors and deal- 
ers the world over, our foreign col- 
lectors would become encouraged to 
fill their albums of United States 
coins and you and I would be just as 
interested in completing our Danish, 
Swiss, or South African sets. 

We hold the world’s lead in the 
numismatic field as can be attested 
by the fact that Raymond’s 19th and 
20th Century editions are the only 
Coins of the World catalogues avail- 
able from any foreign dealer’s price 
list. Let’s keep it thus and if po^ 
sible move ahead of the philatelic 
fraternity which reached its pinnacle 
by embracing the foreign field. This, 
we must also do if we are to grow 
and if we are ready for it. I feel 
these few listed suggestions can be 
elaborated a thousand-fold making us 
such a great international fraternity 
that one day we will ask ourselves 
why we waited so long to make this 
move. 

I think we are ready for it, do you?

Iowa Coins Net State $197,585 
As one of his last official acts before 
leaving public office next Thursday, 
Gov. Blue has created the Iowa Cen- 
tennial Memorial Foundation with the 
net profit from the sale of 99,999 cen- 
tennial half-dollars that were coined 
and issued in observance of the state’s 
100th birthday in 1946. The profit 
amounted to $197,585. 

We want to say now that we think 
the creation of this foundation by 
executive order, through authority 
granted him by congress, is one of the 
wisest, most foi^'ard-looking moves 
the governor has made in public life. 
In our opinion it is a move that 
lowans v^ill be thanking him for 
years from now, long after everything 
else he ever did has been forgotten. 

For the governor has provided that 
the income from the fund shall be 
used, first, to provide scholarships or 
loans to students in Iowa educational 
institutions to encourage them to en- 
ter fields of public service; secondly, 
to recognize and encourage outstand- 
ing service by Iowa citizens in the 
fields of science, medicine, law, reli- 
gion, social welfare, education, agri- 
culture and government; and, thirdly, 
to provide historical exhibits for use 
by the state department of history 
and archives in Des Moines and the 
state historical society at Iowa City. 

We think that’s a noble contribu- 
tion on the governor’s part. We 
think, too. that he was wise in provid- 
ing that only 50 percent of the in- 
come may be spent until the principal 
sum has reached $500,000. It was 
wise, too, that he provided places for 
state officers, all former governors 
and four laymen on the board which 
will administer the fund.

Philippines to Redeem War Currency 
Recently a bill appeared in the 
Philippine legislature calling for re- 
demption of the emergency currencies 
issued by the Philippine National 
Bank and others under the authority 
of General Douglas MacArthur. Over 
P24,000,000 wartime guerrilla curren- 
cies are to be redeemed in full but the 
postwar issues will be subject to large 
discounts on all amounts over PIOO. 
This discrimination is due to the spec- 
ulation among the later issues. The 
cost of these redemptions will amount 
to P50,000,000 of which P40,000,000 will 
be settled by the U.S. Army. 
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Release of One Dollar U.S. Note 

Something new in the monthly cir- 
culation statement appeared last No- 
vember when some $400,000 in one 
dollar United States Notes were placed 
in circulation. This is the first definite 
placement of these notes in the hands 
of the public since 1924, when the 
large size Notes of the Series of 1923 
were last issued. 

Since November, additional quanti- 
ties have been issued; 500,000 in Jan- 
uary and 400,000 more in February. 
The most recent total is now 1,870,000, 
all of the Series of 1928, with facsim- 
ile signatures of Woods and Woodin. 
A few of these one dollar green backs 
are held by collectors who were for- 
merly able to obtain them from the 
Treasury. Some forty thousand were 
thus given out since their issue in 
1933. 

According to Mr. E. F. Bartelt, 
Fiscal Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, these one dollar notes were 
printed in 1933 when there was an 
apparent need due to prevailing cur- 
rency shortage. The shortage having 
been met with Silver Certificates, the 
U.S. Notes were held in the vaults and 
no general issue was made until a few 
months ago, when in view of the 
heavy seasonal demand for $1 bills, 
the Treasury decided to issue this 
stock. As a matter of economy it saved 
some $19,000, the cost of printing a 
like amount of Silver Certificates. 

All of these one dollar U.S. Notes 
have been shipped to Puerto Rico for 
circulation there. They were thus 
placed “to avoid as much as possible 
the intermingling of such notes with 
outstanding Silver Certificates of this 
denomination.” Mr. Bartelt points out 
that “new currency is channelled into 
Puerto Rico through very few points 
so the circulation of these notes will 
be held to a minimum in the United 
States. This will simplify redemption 
problem.” 

Collectors will recall that in 1895 
there were three kinds of dollar notes 
in circulation, and again in 1919, we 
had three types in general use. Today 
the Treasury is desirous of simplifying 
their work by keeping note types at 
a minimum.

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Department of Odds and Ends 

Three of our best club secretaries 
agree 100 per cent with J. Rex Wood- 
ford’s comments regarding Club Re- 
ports which appeared on page 187 of 
the March issue. One secretary sug- 
gests that the entire section be con- 
densed and written in the same style 
as is Odds and Ends. It is a tempting 
experiment but we doubt the wisdom 
of it — at this time anyway. . . . 
Whatever happened to those collectors 
who once were interested in minor 
differences in the size of the letters 
and dates on minor coins! Only an 
infinitesimal proportion of such va- 
rieties appears in catalogues on 
United States coins, and with the ex- 
ception of the “small motto’’ on the 
2-cent piece of 1864, very little dif- 
ference is ever placed on such minor 
varieties. Wonder what would hap- 
pen if our cataloguers dropped this 
microscopic listing? 

Coin dealers we have visited during 
the last eight months have com- 
plained of the shortage of rarities in 
the United States series. Their stocks 
of foreign crowns and gold coins were 
usually limited, and very few of them 
had any quantity of worthwhile for- 
eign coins. 

Rarely a day passes but when a few 
ex-GI’s do not bring small collections 
of foreign coins to the Smithsonian 
Institution for identification. Usually 
they “picked them up’’ while overseas. 
Occasionally they bought them as 
“antiques’’ and those who did usually 
paid a lot more than they were worth. 
So far, out of perhaps 1,000 small 
accumulations, not a single piece of 
any especial value has been discov- 
ered. Nevertheless, these boys are 
potential coin collectors and if they 
show a single spark of interest we try 
to encourage them for we feel that 
the real value of a coin is what you 
get by owning, rather than selling it. 

The late Dr. Riley C. Moore whose 
article on Chinese coins appeared in 
the May issue of The Numismatist, 
did his share for National Coin Week 
by putting on a fine exhibit and giv- 
ing a talk on Chinese coins before the 
members of the Washington Lion’s 
Club. Commenting on the fast-grow- 
ing number of “national weeks,’’ Dr. 
Moore put forth the claim that Na- 
tional Coin Week was the only 
“week’’ that didn’t try to separate 
you from your coin. 

Judging from the almost complete 
silence of owners of rarities we are 
inclined to believe they do not wish 
to be publicized. Anyway, F. H. 


Shumway reports that the Appleton 
collection now in the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, Boston, contains a 
genuine 1804 silver dollar and other 
rarities that he will report at a later 
date. Several collectors have pointed 
out to us that one of the two 1804 
silver dollars in the National Coin 
Collection appears to have been 
struck over a foreign dollar size coin. 
The unique IMMUNE COLUMBIA 
1785 piece in gold in the National 
Coin Collection is struck over a 1775 
guinea of George III. 

Arque Bays reports that little Bar- 
bara Vaughan of South Charleston 
discovered a bright dime of 1943 in 
her Easter egg. Her parents said the 
shell had never been cracked. No, 
Barbara! That wasn’t a miracle, nor 
did the hen swallow the dime espe- 
cially for your Easter surprise. It 
was placed there while the partly 
formed egg had a soft shell. . . . 

John D. Frates, Brockton, Mass., 
has been doing much good numismatic 
missionary work. He has given many 
coin talks before veterans’ organiza- 
tions and service clubs and now finds 
that he is in demand as a “profes- 
sional lecturer.” John recently spent 
the best part of a day examining the 
U. S. National Coin Collection in the 
Smithsonian Institution. . . . Arlie 
Slabaugh is the papa of a beautiful 
baby girl, Kathryn Eloise, 3 kilogram, 
330 grams, born April 30. This is the 
number one in his collection. 

Mr. and Mrs. F. H. Shumway of 
Dedham, Mass., made a brief stop at 
the Smithsonian Institution while on 
a pleasure trip to Washington. Mr. 
Shumway who is ANA Life Member 
No. 13, has been collecting coins for 
57 years and during that time has 
owned every United States coin ex- 
cept the 1804 silver dollar. What is 
more, his were all in uncirculated 
condition. It was he who first discov- 
ered the famous 1799 large cent that 
was later to sell for the sum of $2,500. 
Mr. Shumway got it in a trade in 
Boston, later sold it to Elmer Sears 
who in turn sold it to Henry C. Hines 
of Newark, New Jersey. 

Those collectors who weary of col- 
lecting United States mint marks 
should switch over to the Roman field. 
There they will find a gold mine of 
interesting facts and, despite their 
age, Roman mint marked coins are 
well within the reach of every col- 
lector. Little if any differences in 
value is accorded the different mint 
marks but this is a situation that 
won’t last forever. Wise collectors 
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will get them while the getting is 
good. 

During the last several months, five 
bills for commemorative half dollars 
have been introduced in Congress and 
subsequently referred to the Commit- 
tee on Banking and Currency. This 
committee is veir much opposed to 
commemorative issues especially de- 
signed to raise funds for the purpose 
of underwriting celebrations or for 
entertaining visiting firemen. . . . 
Seventy-five requests for commem- 
orative stamps have been introduced 
before Congress, By the time you 
read this the requests will be well 
over 100.

The Grand Rapids Coin Club, Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, recently began a 
drive to add junior members to their 
club roster. Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
and Camp Fire Girls interested in 
numismatics and living in the Grand 
Rapids area are especially invited to 
join.

To start their junior 
division growing the Grand Rapids 
group has offered free memberships 
and collection folders to the first 
dozen collectors, aged 12 to 16, to 
join the club.

REPORT OF THE MIDWEST COIN CONFERENCE 

The Midwest Coin Conference which was held at Kansas City, Missouri, on 
April 23 and 24 with the Heart of America Numismatic Association as host 
turned out to be one of the finest sectional meetings held anywhere. While the 
Midwest Coin Conference at one time was merely a Missouri State meeting, 
the name was changed last year so as to include the entire Midwest and thus 
give numismatists in this area a chance to participate in a so-called convention 
and meet others whom they might never have a chance to meet. 

As it turned out, our meeting was exactly what we had hoped it would be; 
it was a really Midwest conference. We had collectors from Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas, meaning that 
all states in this immediate midwest area were represented. Over 200 persons 
registered during the two-day meeting and many new members were added to 
the A.N.A. membership. 

The Midwest Coin Conference which was held at the Pickwick Hotel began 
with the arrival of a large delegation of “early birds” on Friday night at which 
time a “bull session” was held until a rather late hour. Early Saturday morning 
the cases were set up and all Committees were given final instructions and by 
10:00 a.m. registrations were ready to begin and displays were ready to be 
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placed. Forty cases were filled with displays, with four cases holding the 100 
choice auction lots and four cases were used for the dealers’ Bourse tables. 

The display room was a large spacious room which was very light during 
the day and arrangements were made to have it especially well-lighted at night 
and we were told that it was one of the best lighted rooms seen in many years 
at any convention. All told, four rooms were used for our meeting including 
the banquet room. The banquet which was attended by 80 people was truly 
enjoyed by all. It began with a turkey dinner and with a strolling accordianist 
supplying music, mostly request numbers, for one full hour during the entire 
dinner hour. Following the banquet dinner entertainment was furnished by a 
boys’ quartet from Southeast High School and they really did a bang-up job of 
singing and entertaining; a boy harmonica player concluded the musical part of 
our entertainment. After the entertainment all the prominent personalities 
present were introduced but no speeches were made; then csune the drawing of 
the Door Prizes of which there were a seemingly endless number. The finale of 
the banquet was the awarding of the Ribbon awards for best displays with 
Lewis M. Reagan, one of the judges, announcing the winners. 

First Place was awarded to Charles C. Stump for his outstanding display 
of currency which consisted of Odd Numbers and Errors, plus one of the finest 
known notes in existence on the GOLD BANK of San Francisco. The Errors 
consisted of both human and mechanical errors. His display caused an unusual 
amount of comment all through the meeting. 

Second Place was awarded to James E. McNees for an unusual display of 
Odd and Curious money of the World, which was so attractively displayed as to 
cause unusual comments from everyone seeing it. 

Third Place went to William Knapp for a complete Type set in all denomi- 
nations, either uncirculated or proof, plus a Birth Year set of coins. Fourth 
place ribbon went to Terry Cassidy, in the name of the Juniors who made an 
attractive display from the collection of the H.A.N.A. 

The auction of 100 choice selected lots began at 8:30 p.m. on Saturday night 
in a room especially reserved for this occasion and was very well attended. All 
coins were sold on the floor and the bidding was very spirited and all lots 
brought exceptionally good prices. George G. Paris, the H.A.N.A. official auc- 
tioneer, began the auction, was relieved by Tom Higgins, who in turn was 
relieved by Mr. Carl Lounsberry, with Mr. Paris concluding the auction. 

The Midwest Coin Conference is becoming well-known for innovations at 
its meetings, when last year it had for the very first time a Junior Committee 
which really functioned; this year the Junior Committee again functioned. 
This year, again claiming a first, the Midwest Coin Conference had one room 
(we preferred to call it the Ladies’ Lounge) especially reserved for the ladies 
in attendance, with one of our Ladies Reception Committee always on hand to 
be of service. This Ladies’ Lounge made a tremendous hit with all ladies who 
were present. 

While we had anticipated a larger attendance, we were very well pleased 
particularly for the fact that we had a great many rather distant members of 
the A.N.A. who never had the privilege of attending any kind of a numismatic 
convention and who stated many times over that they considered the time and 
money very well spent. 

All midwest officers of the A.N.A. were present at our meeting, namely, 
Loyd B. Gettys, M. Vernon Sheldon, Lewis M. Reagan, Harold Klein, Richard 
Yeoman, Dr. J. Hewitt Judd. Our only regret was that A1 Wick, District Secre- 
tary for Eastern Missouri and co-chairman for the Midwest Coin Conference, 
only ten days before the conference fell and broke his back and he and his 
family had to miss the splendid meeting which had been prepared for him and 
the St. Louis delegation. 

We, here in the Heart of America, the cross-roads of the world — we, in 
Missouri, the Show Me State — tried hard to show all of you just what we 
could do and I firmly believe that all who attended left with a feeling that we 
did a job very well and those of you who did not make plans to attend missed 
out on one of the finest little meetings ever held anywhere.
